The co mmittee had req u ested the se­ 
cret rep o rt so it can u se whatev er ev i­ 
den ce the g ran d ju ry had u n co v ered in 
its in q u iry in to whether Nix o n has been 
in v o lv ed in imp eachable o ffen ses. The 
White Ho u se did n o t co n test Sirica’s 
rig ht to tu rn the m aterial o v er to the 


co mmittee. 
Sirica’s 22-p ag e ru lin g said that the 
two q u estio n s he had co n sidered were: 
“Whether the g ran d ju ry has p o wer to 
make rep o rts an d reco mmen datio n s,” ; 
an d “whether the co u rt has p o wer to 
disclo se su ch rep o rts, an d if sc. to 
what ex ten t.” 
In his ru lin g , Sirica did n o t in dicate 
what the secret rep o rt co n tain ed. Bu t 
he n o ted that Presiden t Nix o n “do es 
n o t o bject to release” o f the rep o rt. 
Sirica, tracin g the histo ry o f the 
g ran d ju ry , said the p an el first was 
“who iiy a creatu re o f the cro wn ,” bu t

Underpayment of income taxes by Nixon reported 


: 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - Late this 
month or in early April a congressional 


committee is expected to report that 
President Nixon underpaid his taxes 
during each of his first four years in 
office. 
The report, arriving as millions of 
people will be computing their own in­ 
come taxes, is likely to deliver yet 
another blow to Nixon’s prestige. 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills.D-Ark., chair­ 
man of the House Ways and Means 
Committee and vice chairman of the 
committee, conducting the investiga­ 
tion—the Joint Committee on internal 
Revenue Taxation—says the report is 
more likely to give Nixon cause to res­ 
ign than anything that has come out 
about Watergate. 
At the time Nixon made his tax re­ 
turn? public, he said he had handled 
his finances “ in a manner I thought 
both prudent and in the best interests 
of my family.” 
“ With regard to my tax returns...the 
accountants who prepared them listed 


all of the deductions to which they be­ 
lieved I wras entitled and only those de­ 
ductions—as any accountant would and 
should do on behalf of his client,” Ni­ 
xon said in a formal statement. 
Here are some questions and an­ 
swers about the investigation into Ni­ 
xon's tax situation: 
Q. Why is the joint committee in­ 
vestigating Nixon’s tax payments any­ 
way? 
A. The President asked it to. Back 
on Dec. 8, 1973—during 
“ Operating 
Candor” —to quiet doubts about his fi­ 
nancial integrity, Nixon made public 
his tax returns for the years’ 1969 
through 1972. 
He acknowledged that “ questions and 
controversies” might result from his 
disclosures. So he asked the committee 
to study two controversial areas and 
promised to abide by its rulings, even 
if that meant paying more taxes. 
Q. Who is the joint committee? 
A. 
It’s composed of the five senior 
members of the 
House Ways 
and 
Means Committee and of the Senate 


Finance Committee and of a highly re­ 
garded technical staff. It is the only 
committee in Congress authorized to 
examine anyone’s tax returns. 
Q. What has it decided about Nixon's 
taxes? 
A. There has been no official re­ 
port—but plenty of leaks. Sen. Russell 
B. Long. D-La., chairman of the Senate 
committee and the joint committee, 
has been quoted as saying Nixon will 
be asked to repay between $300,000 and 
$350.000 in back taxes, including 6 per 
cent interest. Long issued a statement 
Sunday saying: 
“ I have never at­ 
tempted to fix a figure on the amount 
of extra taxes the President may owe 
on his 1969-72 returns, I have only said 
there will be a substantial amount of 
taxes to be paid.” He said the com­ 
mittee has found “ no proof of fraud on 
the part of the President.” 
Some 
sources have said the President may 
owe as much as $500,000. 
Q. Why so much? 
A. The committee is almost certain 
to rule that he was not entitled to a 


Banker delivers ransom; UPI struck in 
awaits release of wife 


LINO LAKES, Minn. (U PI) - Ban­ 
ker Gunnar Kronholm has delivered a 
ransom to the kidnapers of his wife, 
Eunice, a family spokesman said early 
today, and the kidnapers have promis­ 
ed they will let him know later today 
where his wife can be found. 
The Rev. Bruce Fleming, Kronholm’s 
brother-in-law and paster the Bethle­ 
hem Baptist Church in Minneapolis, 
early today said money had been deliv­ 
ered “ as per the kidnapers instruction 
and that word is suppose to be re­ 
ceived sometime this morning where 
Mrs. Kronholm can be found.” 
Fleming refused to say how much 
ransom was paid or give any details 
on how the money was delivered.

Joseph H. Krimback, special agent 
in charge of the FBI in the Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul area, said the car be­ 
longing to Mrs. Kronholm was found at 
1:25 a.m. EDT today by the Edina Po­ 
lice Department at the parking lot of 
the Southdale Shopping Center. Edina 
is about 30 miles from Lino Lakes. 


No other information was available, 
Krimback said. 
Kronholm, described as exhausted 
and distraught, was unable to meet 
Sunday with newsmen. 
At a news conference Sunday at a 
road block a mile from his home, 
Kronholm’s brother, Oliver, 61, and

“ We should not be paying when we 
transport American troops on the Ger­ 
man railroads, paying in dollars for 
that when the German railroad is own­ 
ed by the German government,” Per­ 
cy, a member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, added. 
Those kind of expenses “ could quick­ 
ly and easily be absorbed by them (the 
Germans),” he said. 
Percy said the west Europeans also 
should pay for roads, airstrips and 
buildings the U.S. forces construct in 
Europe. 
“ I do not want to see us unilaterally 
in any way reduce our troops there,” 
the senator said, “ but the U.S. troops 
are there in large measure for their 
common defense. 
“ If they do not feel it necessary and 
they do not feel the need to sacrifice, 
then we can, I think, logically begin to 
reduce those forces,” Percy added.

White House outlines 
defense plan for Nixon 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The White 
House plans to use two main argu­ 
ments 
to 
defend 
President 
Nixon 
against Watergate and related charge? 
in the House Judiciary Committee, and 
in the House if it becomes an impeach­ 
ment forum. 


First, that Richard M. Nixon was not 
“ directly involved” in any events sur­ 
rounding Watergate or related scan­ 
dals. 


Second, that the Constitution is very 
precise 
about, 
an 
impeachable 
of­ 
fense—a very serious crime committed 
in one’s official capacity. 
Therefore, a high White House ofti- 
c i a 1 
concluded, 
the 
impeachment 
charges cannot stick. Nixon’s defense 
strategy' was outlined in a two-hour 
UPI interview Friday with the official, 
who would not permit his name to be 
used. 
Asked 
to 
summarize 
the 
White 
House’s prospective defense, the offi­ 
cial gave this outline: 
First the break-in. He had no know­ 
ledge whatsoever about the Watergate 
break-in. And I’ve seen no substantial 
allegations he did. 
“ Second, until March 21 (1973), he 
was unaware of whatever it was that 
was going on. 
After March 21, he was aware of 
more of it. Insofar as the criticism 
that he did nothing decisive then, I 
think it was attributable to the uncer­ 
tainty of who was involved and who 
d d what. He proceeded with caution, 
but determination to get the truth. 
Finally, what it boils down to is 
what the House considers an impea­ 
chable otiense. This makes a great 
deal of difference. Opinion ranges to 
extremes on both sides. 
“ It you say he is impeachable for 
the actions of his subordinates—and f 
nope that is not the conclusion — it 
would alter the whole form of con­ 
stitutional government. If it is limited 
to the question of the President being 
directly involved, I think they will ne­ 
ver come up with any evidence.” 
Between this definition and that of 
the White House lies a “ gray area,” he 
said. 


“ Here the political character of the 
process will have a major bearing. 
This is not a legal question, but a poli­ 
tical one. not in the partisan sense, but 
as a confrontation between two co­ 
equal branches of government.” 
Nixon’s chief accuser has been for­ 
mer White House counsel John W. 
Dean III, who has said the President 
kneu of Watergate cover-up efforts 
well before March 21, the date Nixon 
says he learned of the coverup. The 
oiiicial said Dean’s story was not 
based entirely on fact or first-hand 
knowledge, but partly on “ assump­ 
tions.” 


Because Dean’s “ assumptions” in­ 
volved several close associates, Nixon 
proceeded cautiously, the official said. 
He ordered Dean to put his thoughts on 
paper so that “assumptions could be 
separated from fact.” Dean testified 
the report was never written. 
Was Nixon guilty of misprision—not 
reporting a crime even though he was 
not involved—for not immediately tel­ 
ling the Justice 
Department about 
Dean’s remarks? 
The Wliite House official was asked 


to respond to these related allegations: 


—That the administration settled an 
antitrust suit against ITT in exchange 
for a $400.000 contribution to the 1972 
Republican National Convention: “ The 
President did not direct a settlement of 
the ITT matter. He had no knowledge 
of a pledge of anv contribution from 
ITT.” 


—That federal price supports for raw 
milk were increased in March, 1971, in 
exchange for campaign contributions: 
“ As the President has said, ‘Congress 
was holding a gun to our head.’ They 
would have increased supports more 
than we did had we not acted. There 
was no discussion at that time of mo­ 
ney from the milk industry.” 


—That attempts were made to in­ 
fluence a Securities and Exchange 
Commission civil complaint against fi­ 
nancier Robert L. Vesco in return for 
a $200,000 campaign contribution: “ I 
doubt he (Nixon) even knew Vesco had 
a case before the SEC or that a con­ 
tribution had been made.” 


—That there were improprieties in 
Nixon’s income tax returns: “ Very few 
people whose job requires the full dedi­ 
cation of their time prepare their own 
tax return, and the President is no ex­ 
ception.”

I am very' healthy (age 69) 
and extremely resistant to 
disease such as the common 
coid. flu, infection, etc. I un­ 
dersand the. low count indi­ 
cates non-resistance to such 
illnesses, but in my case this 
is not so. 
My doctor said last year 
that he frankly does not know 
what, else to do and, if I feel 
all right, to not worry about

I take 
about lour aspirin a day for 
occasional aches and pains or 
muscular stress, and am cn 
medicine for high blood pres­ 
sure (which is well under con­ 
trol).

Police chief warns of hazards

shortage may turn some persons to 


motorcycle riding in their attempt to 


stretch gasoline mileage, Police Chief 


Forest P. Wallick said today, and he 


suggested that such persons be aware 
of the hazards involved. 
First, the chief said, 21.3 per cent of 
the nation’s 2.747 motorcycle deaths oc­ 
curred in California where the ratio of 
deaths and injuries for motorcyclists in 
accidents was 1 out of 35 compared to 
1 out of 61 in other types of vehicular 
crashes. 


However, the drivers of other types 


of vehicles were at fault in 60 per cent 


of the multi-vehicle death or injury' ac­ 


cidents in which motorcycles also were 


involved, Wallick said, and he added 


that difficulty in 
,eeing motorcycles 
appears to be a major factor in colli­ 
sions between cars and motorcycles. 
But that problem decreases dramati­ 
cally 
when 
motorcyclists 
use 
their 
headlights during daytime driving, he 
said. He also noted that riders with 
less than six months’ experience have 
an accident rate double that of more 


experienced riders.

available or which to calculate a mot­ 


orcycle mileage 
death 
rate, 
Wallick 


said, but an estimate shows the 1971 


California motorcycle 
mileage 
death 
rate to have been 15.5 fatalities per 100 
million miles driven, compared to 3.7 
for other types of mctor vehicles. 
Statistics showed nowever, that mo­ 
torcycle deaths were decreased when 
helmets were worn and they also reve­ 
aled that in California, 25 per cent of 
motorcyclists 
involved 
in 
accidents 


wore helmets. 
Wallick said that figures also showed 
that 50 per cent of the motorcyclists 
killed in California did not have mo­ 
torcycle endorsements on their drivers 
licenses. 
Motorcycling had been increasing ra­ 
pidly even before the energy shortage, 
Wallick said. He pointed out that (Tur­ 
ing the last three years, registration of 
such vehicles has risen 15 per cent.

The rev ela tio ns co ncern wha t is g enera lly co nsid­ 
ered to be pro ba bly the stro ng est ev idence o f po s- 
sible» crimina l interference with justice by the Presi­ 
dent o r a t lea st by o ne o f a few o f his clo sest a ides. 


Tha t is the much publicized 18 minute g a p in o ne 
o f the key Wa terg a te ta pes. 


Judg e Jo hn Sirica s pa nel o f electro nic ex perts 
g a v e their o pinio n, a fter much resea rch, tha t the 
g a p ha d to ha v e been ca used by ma nua l era sure. 
No w co mes ev idence tha t the Uher 5 000 reco rder 
used by Presidentia l secreta ry Ro se Ma ry Wo o d 
a ctua lly wa s defectiv e in such a wa y tha t it co uld 
indeed ha v e crea ted the g a p o f ma lfunctio n. 


In his sy ndica ted co lumn Wa shing to n co mmenta ­ 
to r Jo seph Also p ha s cited the esteemed ma g a zine

This uncerta inty sho ws in industry ’s unwilling ness 
to inv est a t the lev el necessa ry to spa rk the eco no ­ 
my a nd in a widesprea d co nsumer relucta nce to buy 
tha t serio usly threa tens a recessio n. It is seen to o in 
specta cula r price rises no t co nnected with the ener­ 
g y pro blem. 


Mr. Nix o n do es well, a s in fo reig n a ffa irs, when 
he ha s a stro ng a nd determined ma n a t the helm. 
Dr. Henry Kissing er ta kes a utho rity a nd runs with 
it, ca rry ing the President with him. 
But Mr. Nix o n ha s ha d no such determined ma n 
in cha rg e o f do mestic pro g ra ms — neither Da niel 
Mo y niha n, no r Jo hn Ehrlichma n no r Melv in La ird. 
Therefo re, the President’s effo rts to curb infla tio n, 
reduce unemplo y ment a nd a ssure eco no mic sta bility 
ha v e been quick fix es to o o ften dicta ted by public 
pressure. Nix o n’s men, while ta lking o f to ug h, un­ 
po pula r so lutio ns, ha v e rea cted to immedia te public 
presssure, 
a do pting 
infla tio n-da mping 
mea sures 
which they knew mo st certa inly wo uld fa il, but 
which a t the time seemed likely to co nv ince busi­ 
ness, la bo r a nd co nsumers tha t stro ng steps were 
being ta ken in their beha lf. 
In the interest o f fa irness, it must be po inted o ut 
tha t it beca me clea r to Mr. Nix o n a nd his a dv isers 
so me time ba ck tha t; fa milia r eco no mic theo ries do 
no t ho ld wa ter in to da y ’s wo rld, if they ev er did. 
Mo st a re so subjectiv e a nd ba sed o n such sha ky 
philo so phica l ba ses, tha t ea ch eco no mic ex pert 
tends to pick the theo ry which a ppea ls to him 
emo tio na lly . 
As o ne a dmittedly bia sed eco no mist ha s put it, 
much o f the time co ntro ls “ ha v e been emplo y ed a s 
a blunt instrument, no t ta ilo red to pa rticula r situa ­ 
tio ns a nd pro blems, with insufficient kno wledg e o f 
their eco no mic effects, a nd with little o r no a tten­ 
tio n to the ex tent o f co mplia nce.” 
There is no discernible eco no mic po licy . The a d­ 
ministra tio n seems to fo llo w o ne theo ry o ne mo nth 
a nd a no ther the nex t. On a na ly sis, it is ra ther tha t 
sev era l co nflicting po licies ha v e been fo llo wed a t 
the sa me time in a despera te effo rt to co pe with a 
series o f crises. Mr. Nix o n ha s ho pskipped fro m the 
v ery co nserv a tiv e Arthur Burns to the v ery libera l 
Jo hn Kenneth Ga lbra ith a nd ba ck to the co n­ 
serv a tiv e Milto n Friedma n a ll in the sa me y ea r o r 
two . 
Industria l ma na g ers, fa rmers, inv esto rs a nd indi­ 
v idua l co nsumers ca n pla n, inv est their mo ney in 
pro ducts a nd ex pa nd pro ductio n intellig ently in this 
da y when g o v ernment a ctio ns ha v e such g rea t in­ 
fluence o n o ur liv es, o nly if they a re a ssured o f 
:>o me g o v ernmenta l co ntinuity o f purpo se a nd sea so ­ 
na bly sta ble eco no mic pro g ra ms o v er a perio d o f 
y ea rs. But if they a re uncerta in wha t the g o v ern­ 
ment will do nex t, they retrench blindly . Retrench­ 
ment ba sed o n fea r usua lly lea ds to recessio ns o r 
depressio ns.

Another loan for Donald Nixon 


WASHINGTON —• Donald Nixon, the 
President’s likeable, loquacious, whee­ 
ler-dealer brother, got a $100.000 per­ 
sonal loan from a California builder at 
a time when the builder was seeking 
federal business. 


This is the second substantial loan 
which Donald Nixon has wangled from 
government contractors. In late 1956, 
while his brother was Vice President. 
Donald secured a $205.000 loan from 
billionaire defense contractor Howard 
Hughes. 


Our disclosure of the Hughes loan be­ 
came a major issue in Richard Nixon’s 
defeats for president in 1960 and gover­ 
nor of California in 1962. 


Now we have learned that Donald re­ 
ceived a $100,000 check, dated August 
4, 1971, from Lloyd Hallamore, then 
president of Hallamore Homes, Inc.. 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
records show that in July 1971, Donald 
was also appointed a director of a 
closely affiliated Hallamore firm, San- 
Bar Electronics Corp. 
My associate, George Clifford, infilt­ 
rated a Hallamore meeting in July 1971 
and heard Donald Nixon boast of his 
efforts to get contracts to build Halla­ 
more homes. 


The firm wound up a few months la­ 
ter with a $4,721.000 subcontract to con­ 
struct modular homes at 18 Air Force 
bases. But the firm’s president, Harold 
Anderson, who is also Lloyd Halla- 
more’s son-in-law, denied that Don Ni­ 
xon had anything to do with arranging 
the Air Force contract. 
Reluctantly conceding that a $100.000

personal loan had been made, Ander­ 
son insisted to us: “The loan had abso­ 
lutely nothing to do with the operation 
of Hallamore, Inc.” The $100,000. he 
also swore, has been repaid. 


Meanwhile, we have discovered that 
President Nixon’s former aide, John 
Ehrlichman, personally checked on the 
Hallamore firm because of Don Ni­ 
xon’s investment. Ehrlichman traveled 
with presidential pal Bebe Rebozo to 
make a quiet survey of the Hallamore 
operations in California at about the 
time Don Nixon got the loan. 
We wrote about Don’s dealings with 
the Hallamores but never learned until 
now about the $100,000 loan. Its exact 
purpose still remains a mystery. 
TOOTNOTE: Don Nixon and Lloyd 
Hallamore could not be reached for 
comment. 
SECRET STRATEGY: The environ­ 
mental laws will be suspended to per­ 
mit the development of any project re­ 
lated to “ energy or its uses” if Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s secret strategy is success­ 
ful. 
This would mean atomic plant con­ 
struction. offshore oil 
drilling and

doors in the byzantine old Executive 
Office Building next to the White 
House. We have gone behind those 
doors to get the story. 
At the latest session, deputy budget 
chief Frank Zarb presided. He outlined 


five options for the group to discuss, 
including a proposal from the Presi­ 
dent that the National Environmental 
Policy Act be suspended for projects 
relating to energy. 
Russell Peterson, head of the Council 
on Environmental Quality, broke in to 
demand why they needed to discuss 
the options at all. When, he demanded, 
had

concerns

stopped an important energy project? 
No one could come up with a single 
example. 
Clearing his throat, Undersecretary 
of the Interior John Whitaker, a for­ 
mer oil executive suggested that in­ 
stead of suspending the environmental 
act thet they move merely to change 
the 
environmental 
guidelines. 
This 
would produce the same result with 
less uproar. 
White House aide Richard Fairbanks 
interrupted with a loud 
complaint 
ab ou t “environmental kooks.” He 
snorted: “ When the lights go out, 
people don’t give a damn about the en­ 
vironment.” 
Yet Fairbanks, incredibly, is Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s top aide for environmen­ 
tal affairs. 
The Federal Energy Office’s repre­ 
sentative, Eric Zaausner. who came in 
late, was asked by Zarb what FEO 
thought About suspending the environ­ 
mental act. At his bureaucratic best, 
Zausner said his agency needed a week 
or so to think if over. 
Zarb quickly closed the meeting, say­ 
ing that because FEO needed more 
time to mull over the problem, they 
would meet again on March 13th.

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No politics in World Bank 


In a recent column Evans and Novak 
stated that the Treasury Department 
had delayed a $75 million World Bank 
loan to Iran “ apparently to spank Iran 
for taking the lead in raising oil 
prices.” The columnists described this 
as “ another effort by bank-member 
countries to make loans conform to 
their own political views.” The column­ 
ists further alleged that the delay 
came just as World Bank president 
McNamara was encouraging Iran to 
give future financial help to oil con­ 
suming nations hit by oil prices.” 
Evans and Novak are correct that 
there was a brief delay in the approval 
of the loan for Iran, but they are in 
error in assuming that this was caused 
by any desire to “ spank Iran.” The 
fact is that Iran stands to receive a 
tremendous increase in foreign ex­ 
change earnings this year as a result 
ot the rise in oil prices. In view of this, 


questions were raised about the desira­ 
bility of allocating scarce resources of 
the Worid Bank to a country that will 
be earning lar more foreign exchange 
than it can use. It was recognized that 
this anomaly might well be overcome 
by arranging to have Iran lend to the 
World Bank as much or more than it 
w as borrowing 


As a result of this suggestion, the 
World Bank took the matter up with 
Tran and an understanding that Iran 
would not be a net borrower from the 
World Bank was reached. This was re­ 
cognized by all concerned, including 
Iran, to be a sensible solution to a sud­ 
denly changed situation. It obviously 
had nothing to do with any effort to 
make World Bank loans conform to 
political views of member countries. 
The sensible management of the re­ 
sources of the World Bank is a legiti­ 
mate matter ot concern to all member 
countries.—Abraham H. Kalish, execu­ 
tive secretary.

The demand for per­ 
sons with technical training has in­ 
creased 50 per cent in the past year, 
will continue to increase beyond the 
displacement largely due to the energy 
shortage. 
Alternative powder sources will offer 
tens of thousands of jobs for workers 
with meechanical, electrical and-or en­ 
gineering ability. A graduate engineer 
with a bachelor degree can now expect 
to start at $1,000 a month. 
If you want to be sure of a good job 
in 1984, become a technician or a se­ 
cretary. If you want excitement, study 
electrophysiology. If you want to reach 
for the ripest apple on the tree, pre­ 
pare yourself now for a career in 
TV—and applications of it yet unin­ 
vented.
